Three Years a Prisoner 

Cain had been confined in the guardhouse 
for three years, and had three months yet 
to serve. He wae sentenced for two years 
for desertion, but because of bad behavior 
hig term was extended. He was known as 
the bad man of the poat. 

Cain and another prisoner were. placed in 
the custody of Dunn at 2 o'clock ‘yesterday 
ork om the ¢on- 
struction of the Sheridan driveway, 
which is to be extended through the reserva- 
tion. The work took the party to the south 
boundary, just back of the hospital, a se- 
cluded spot which cannot be seen from the 


From the time of their arrival there Cain 
refused to work. The commands and threats 
of the sentry had no effect on him. Finally 
he becamie abusive, it is said, and Dunn or- 
dered him to be quiet. 

The sentry and prisoner argued the ques- 


tion for over two hours, and finally Cain . 


began to use threats, Then he drew a razor, 
which he had secreted about his person, and 
began to flourish it menacingly. Dunn or- 
dered both prisoners to return to the guard- 
house, and Cain's companion started to obey. 

Cain, however, walked southwest, directiy 
opposite to the way in which he had been 
ordered to go. Before he had gone twenty 
feet Dunn commanded both men to halt. 
Cain refused to do so, , 

“ Halt! again commanded the sentry. 


Runs Away and Is Shot. 


The prisoner continued to walk leisurely 
away. Dunn could not follow him be 
he had another prisoner in his care. When 
the guard had issued the sixth command to 
halt, Cain started to run... ‘ 

“ Take that, then,"’ the sentry said. 

With the words he raiged his rifle to his 
shoulder and fired. Cain fell. 

The other prisoner was taken back to the 
gvardhouse and the officer of the guard noti- 
fled of the shooting. The hospital 
with « stretchérp hud reached the 
man as as the returning sentry. 

The bullet struck’ Cain below the lett 
shoulder and passéd through the body, pene- 
trating the left lung. In the hospital Major 
Ives, surgeon of the post, assisted by Sur- 
geons Brown and Smith, made am examina- 
tion of the wound and announced that the 
man could not live. He died at 8:30 o'clock, 


Sentry Praised by Officers, 

The sentry who had shot a man running 
at seventy yards was called before the offi- 
cer of the guard and prison officer and praised 
extravagantly. No prosecution will follow 
the act, which ‘was in obedience of orders. 
The commanding officers of the fort think 
the occurrence will have the effect of re- 
ducing the number of escapes. 

“Dad” Cain was about 40 years old. He 
was in ‘the guardhouse when the present 
regiment took charge of the post, ahd little 
is known of him. Biven his first name and 
Place of residence are unknown, and the 
only account of him In the possession of 
the officers is his bad record as a soldier.

This action 
has caused a sensation, as the genera! belie 
is that the court is in possession of proof of 
crooked work. 

The defense put the defendant, Gardner, 
on the stand this afternoon and announced 

that he was the last witness, much to the 
surprise of the spectators. Gardner did not 
reach the cross-examination stage, and his 
story so far has been mainly denials of 
the story told by the gambler, “ Billy” Ba- 
wards. Detective Chris Norbeek, who was 
indicted with him, was put on the rack. 
He contradicted witnesses for both sides, 
became badly rattled, and when asked if 
he knew what a confidence game or a “ big 
mitt" man was, emphatically answered no. 
When asked for the definition of a detéc- 
tive, he said: “ When a man breaks into

COURTS NED NEW HOME 


JUDGE NEELY SAYS BAD JURY- 
ROOMS HURT VERDICTS. 


All County’s Business Hampered by 
. Peer Ventilation, Lack of Sunlight, 
and Generally Dingy, Dirty Quar- 
ters, He Says—ArguerThat Pays 
Business-Men to Have Attractive 
Offices in Clean Buildings the Pub- 
‘Me Would Reap Similar Advantage. 


“Circuit Court juries would return better 
verdicts if there were better furniture and 
better ventilation in the juryrooms. When 
men are put in such a room as the one now 
used they are likely to think that the busi-. 
nese on which they are engaged does not 
amount to much, and to hurry through it. 
Many of the rooms in the County Building 
are unfit for men to stay in. We needa new 
Courthouse.”’ 

This is the opinion of Judge Charles G. 
Neely of the Circuit Court. Not only are the 


juryrooms condemned, but the Judge says 


the whole building is unsanitery and un- 
attractive and therefore a hindrance to the 
transaction of the county's business. The 
rooms are poorly ventilated and the walls 
so thick that little sunlight penetrates 
through the widely separated windows, 
More than that, the Judge declares that the 
noise of the traffic on the streetsis so deafen- 
ing that testimony cannot be heard if the 
windows are raised, and with them closed 
vile odors permeate the rooms, | 


Contrast with Office Buildings. 


‘It is unfair to ask men who, in the trans- 
action of their own business, have clean and 


attractive offices in modern buildings, to sit 


in the rooms of the County Bullding day after 
day, and expect them to be in a condition to 
judge clearly in al! cages,”’ says Judge Neely. 

“ Attorneys, physicians, architects, and 
men in like professions and callings have 


inviting quarters where they can meet their | 


clients and friends to transact their busi- 
ness. They find that this is the proper way 
to do. Why should it not be as profitable 
for the transaction of county business as 
for private affairs? The county is keeping 
men in places where they ought not to stay. 


Sunshine Rarely Enters. 
“There are three little windows In my 
room, through which the sunlight rarely 
penetrates. We dare not open them, for the 


‘noise below drowns the sound of conversa- 


tion. There is no other ventilation pro- 
vided, and in consequence we sometimes al- 
ventilating apparatus 
has been put in, but it does not answer the 
purpose. 

“ Besides the question of sanitation there 
is that of appearance. The walls are 
dingy and dirty and the furniture old and 
unattractive. I do not advocate the pur- 
chase of particularly elegant furniture, but 
it should be at least respectable, and people 
who are in the rooms should have something 
to look at besides one electric light at one 
end and another at the other end of the 
room. We are compelled to light the rooms 
by electricity fully half the time.” 


Steel Building and Boulevards. — 

The remedy for this condition, Judge Neely 
thinks, Kes in the construction. of a new 
steel building and the boulevarding of Clark 
and Randolph streets where they border the 
property. 

“I do not blame the County ‘board for the 
condition of the building,” he said, “for. 
there have’ been no funds with which to 
improve the property. When the next elec- 
tion is over and the finances in better shape, 
say in @ year or so, it will be time to think 
about a new Courthouse. The people proper- 
ly voted down a proposition to add 
stories to the present building. M should be 
dismantied and on the present foundations 
a steel structure erected with walls not so 
thick that the sunlight cannot get through 
the windows, and with durable furniture and 
attractive decorations. 

“Then I'would ‘have heavy traffic kept off 


Clark and Randolph streets where they ad- - 


join the building, so that the business could 
be transacted in comparative quiet.”

The movement started on the West Side 
and is a renewal of the efforts by merchants 
along West Madison street and Milwaukee 
avenue last winter to form a protective as- 
saciation. Men who were approached yes- 
terday concerning the new association ad- 
mitted they had heard if discussed, but were 
not prepared to say anything about it at this 


time. 
Due to Labor Agitation. 

“I have heard of the proposed associa- 
tion,” sald Mr. Maas of Maas, Baer & Co., 
“but I do not, care to discuss it. ,The ex- 
tensive efforts to organize our employés is 
largely responsible for the movement, which 
has not yet taken shape.’’ 

“I heard the advisability of the retail 
merchants organizing discussed in State 
street,” said Sidney Mandl, 858 Division 
street. “‘The agitation was started as a 
result of the teamaters’ trouble with the 
department stores and probably is an ex- 
tension of the temporary organization formed 
by the merchants at that time.”’ 

Representatives of the down-town de j 

‘ment stores said they had not heard of the 
organization. Leon Mandel of Mandel Bros. 
said he had not even heard the suggestion 
made that the department stores should join . 
an organization of the character proposed. 

‘The organization of department store 
managers during the recent strike was pure- 
ly temporary,” said Mr. Mandel, “ and dis- 
banded upon the adjustment of the drivers’ 
trouble.” | 

Store Employes Meet Today. 

The agitation for a merchants’ association 
through which to treat with the labor organ- 
izations is believed to be due largely to the 
eall for a general meeting of all employés of 
the department stores this afternoon at 104 
Randolph street. The call was issued by the 
Organization committee of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, with a view to amailga- 
mating these employés. 

The Retail Clerks’ Protective. association 
is extending its work to these stores in the 
h of bringing in all the employés and 
building up as strong @working organization 
as the teamsters have perfected. At the 
meeting this afternoon all employés—wrap- 
pers, packers, and shipping clerks—will be 
admitted. 

The wholesale clerks met yesterday after- 
noon at Red Men’s Halil and perfected their 
organization. Sothe of the clerks complained 
that they had been advised by their employ- 
ers that they must withdraw from the union.

Hundreds of Spectators at Duluth 
Watch the Hadley Crash Into the 


Thomas Wilson—Latter Goes Down 


Almost Instantly, Carrying Nine of 
the Crew to Their Death—Surviving 
Vessel Ie Half-Beached, Halt-Sunk, 
After Exciting Race for the Shore.

Duluth, Minn., June 7:—[Special.]—As a 
result of a collision just outside of Duluth 
harbor this morning, the whaleback steamer 
Thomas Wilson and nine of the crew are at 
the bottom of Lake Superior; and the steamer 
Hadley is half-beached, half-sunk.. 

The collision was witnessed by hundreds 
of spectators on shore tugs and life- 
savers were sent to the scene.

Captain’s Life Is Saved. 
Captain M. C; Cameron of the Wilson went 
down with his boat, but managed to secure 
a plece of wreckage, which enabled him to 
keep afloat until he was picked up. The life- 
saving crew, a8 well as the crew of the Had- 
ley, saved the survivors of the Wilson, pick- 
ing them up in boats. 
The steamer Thomas Wilson was own 
bythe steel trust and was valued at $115,000. 
It was built ten years ago and was one of 
the best of the whaleback type. It had on 
board 3,500 tons of iron ore, valued at $14,- 
000. Neither ship nor cargo is insured. 
The Hadley is owned by W. P. Rend of 
Chicago. It is & wooden boat of 2,073 tons, 
and was built in 1888. It is insured for $75,000, 
with full collision liability, which will throw 
the loss on the underwriters if the courts 
should decide the Hadley was at fault. The 
steamer has been notoriously unlucky, and 
this is its first trip since coming from the 
shipyards, where $15,000 was expended in 
repairing damages the steamer met with in 
a Lake Superior storm early in the season.

ANTI-TRUST LAW HELD VALID. 


Kansas Statute, According to a Ruling 


of the Supreme Court of the State, 
Is Constitutional. 


Topeka, Kas., June 7.—{Special.]—The 


State Supreme Court today upheld the Far- 


relly anti-trust law. The decision was in 
the case of E. J. Smiley, Secretary of the 
Kansas Grain Dealers’ association. Smiley 
was arrested for violating the law, was con- 
victed, fined $500, and given a jail sentence. 

The case was appealed on the ground that 
the law was invalid. 

Smiley’s only escape from paying the fine 
is by an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court. Smiley was convicted in Rush Coun- 
ty im a case started by the County Attor- 
ney at the instigation of the Codperative 
Grain association, which was organized two 
years ago ‘by C. J. Buckiin and James But- 
std defense wae that the law was in- 
valid. 

Smiley appealed: to the Supreme Court, 
which tribunal heard the case en banc.

‘Report 6f Specially Appointed Commit- 
tee a Painful Arraignment of In- 


LONDON, June —The report of the 
mittee on Military Education and Training, . 
iasued today, furnishes the strongest. 

corroboration of the inefficiency of th ‘offi- 
| of the British arihy.’ 


The cotnmittes’s report, which is based.on.| 


the evidence of the officers themselves, from. 
Commander-in-Chief downwards, fills for- 
ty-eight printed pages with caustic ‘criticism 
of the existing system. The witnesses were 
unanimous in saying that the junior officers 


were lamentably deficient in military know!-~ 


edge, the desire to acquire knowledge, and 
in zeal. The committee finds that the young 
officers will not work unless compelled to do 
so, that “ keenness is out of fashion,” and 
that “it fis not correet form.” 

The committee declares that many officers 
do not possess an elementary education, and 
plaintively protest that officers ought, “ at 
least to be able to express themselves clearly 
and concisely in their own language.’’ The 
report condemns the systems of both Wool- 
wich and Sandhurst, where education is '‘ far 


from satisfactory, the instructors having: 


no iriducement to teach the cadets, stil] less 
to work.” | 

With the view of diminishing the expenses: 
of officers, belonging to cavalry regiments, 
the report recommends that polo tourna- 
ments, regimental coaches, and the keeping 
of hounds be forbidden. 

Perhaps the penultimate paragraph is the 
most important of all. “ So long as medioc- 
rity is permitted to pass muster,’’ says the 
committee, “and signal ability meets with 
no su 1 .recognition, it is useless to 
hope for any valuable results from verbal 
amendments to the regulations. Nothing 
but inducéments, in the shape of certain re- 
ward for good work, either in peace or war, 
can raise the standard of knowledge through 
the commissioned ranks.” 

The committee, therefore, recommends an 
“honest system of promotion by merit, fol- | 
lowing upon tests honestly conducted and 
honestly reported on.”’ 

The report plainly hints that officers can 
hardly be expected to work so long as the 
present system of advancement, through 
social influetice, ie in vogue, or so long 
efficiéncy has néthing whatever to do ~ith. 
the selection of officers for désirable ap- 
pointments. 

The committee recommends, among other 
things, that more commissions be offered to 
the colonies, and that officers be compelled 
to know either French or German. |

As stated a few days ago, the 
Shore train will leave CHicago at 12:30 
Dp. m. and reach New York at 9:30 a. m. the 
following day. The Pennsylvania train will 
start about noon and get to New York at 9a. 
m. the next day. 

Many people were of the ‘eplatoe that the 

announcement of the putting on of these fast 
trains was only a part of a little diplomatic 
game thet was being played by the rival lines. 
It is @ fact, however, that the Pennsylvania 
had been making speed trials for several 
months with a view of running an eighteen- 
hovr train Between Chicago and New York, 
and it is claimed that the experiments have 
proyen that the time can be made easily by 
making as féw stops as possible. When the 
Vanderbilt people learned of this they con- 
cluded that they would not be outdone by the 
Pennsylvania people, and gave notice that 
they would run trains at ag great or greater 
speed than those contemplated by the Penn- 
syivania. 
To avoid a speed war the managers of both 
roads conferred together and finally compro- 
mised on a twenty-hour train by each road. 
While no doubt exists that the trains can 
make the time during the summer months, it 
is not believed that they will be able to do so 
during the winter months, If the trains on 
either road fail to make the trip in twenty 
hours it will give them a great deal of trouble 
and annoyance, because they will havé to re- 
fund to each passenger $1 for every hour 
above twenty hours consumed in the trip, 
which is the amount the railroads charge for 
extra fare on this train, the fare being $28 in- 
stead of §20, as on regular trains.

CANADA NATIONAL ROAD URGED. 


‘Government Advised to Take Over Line 


Refused by the Webb-Meyer Syndic- 
ote as Part of Trunk System. 


Ottawa, Ont., June 65.-[Special Cofre- 
spon@énce.]—-The goverhment of Canada 
was urged, as soon ag it became evident the 
Webb-Meyen option for the purchase of the 
Canada Atlantic railway and lake system 
was not to be put through, to nationalize the 
‘road as part of a new transcontinental 
route. The Grand Trunk wants an entrance 
into the capital over the Canada Atlantic 
Tratiway and can offer in exchange for it 
connection for the Intercolonial government 
railway from its present terminus at Mon- 
treal and running powets to Coteau Junc- 
tion on the Canadian Atlantic railway, the 
latter from that point westward to Parry 
Sound, on Geurgian Bay, becoming part of 
the government system. 


This would give the Intércolonial a direct 


route from Halifax to the great lakes, form- 
ing connections in the Weet with the Mack- 
enzie and Mann system. The route would 
continue by way of the Soo to Manitoba 
. end through the Northwest Territories and 
the Rockies to the Pacific coast. Some of the 
most important far Western links have al- 
ready been constructed and only wait to be 
‘joined, or are under construction, and for 
the remainder charters have been granted 
and construction will proceed as fast as sur- 
veys can be made.

Cleaning Husband’s Clothes. 


HE hardest worked washérwomen in 
the world are the Coreans. They have 
to wash about a dozen dresses for their 
‘husbands, and they have plenty to do. . 
The washing is usually. done in cold 

‘water, and often in.running streams. The 

‘clothes are pounded with paddies until they 
jaundry. 

The Japanese rip their. nts apart 
for every wasliing, and. they iron, their 
clothes by’ spreading them on a fiat board 
and leaning this up against the house to 
dry. The sun takes the wrinkles out of the 
clothes, and. some them have quite a 
luster. .The Japanese women does‘her wash- 
ing out of doors. Her wash-tub is hot more 
than six inches high. She gets the dirt out 
of the clothes by rubbing them between her 
hands. She sometifnes uses Japanese soap, 
which is full. of grease, and works away 
with her bare feet. The Chinese girls do 
their washing in much the same way.

be traced on the marks they leave on human 


Develop One Part Only. 


The principle at bottom lies in the truth 
that most employments serve to accentuate 


. the development of certain portions of the 


body at the expense of others. This creates 


‘ abnormalities, whether they be the dreamy, 


absent-minded gaze of the poet, the bent 
back:of the man at the desk, ‘he horny palm 
of the day laborer, or numberless other phys- 
ical eccentricities which sometimes.-require 
a Sherlock Holmes to associate with certain 
varieties of occupation. 

It is evident that the body is not devel- 
oped with symmetry when it is always 
Standing, always sitting down, always bend- 
ing, or always kneeling. It thrives best when 
it is permitted to obey the laws of variety 
in movement as .well as’ in nourishment. 
Hygiene and esthetics alike enjoin mankind 
to remember to maintain equilibrium of 
forces. Of this most convincing proofs, 
says M. Provost, lies in the fact that apart 
from accidents longevity attaches to those 
professions which give most varied play to. 
the entire organism, the sculptor, actor, art- 
ist, and soldier. 

It is said that police magistrates who have 
practiced eyes rarely are deceived about the 
profession or work of a man. While there 
are many employments whose imprints are 
less obvious to the eye of the observer others 
are most patent. Looked at closely even the 
state of being without employment, if such 
a thing as complete leisure exists, cause its 
own deformity. It comes in the form of

Constant repetition enables these 
tendencies to become actualities, The earii- 
est variation from the normal is a fixation 
of the physiological attitude which is nor- 
mally pursued during .its performance.

This is due to the changes 
in the bones and the intervening soft struc- 


tures, 
_ Change in Laborer’s Bones.

PAPER PARACHUTE.

It is not difficult to make a parachute of 
r, aS any umbrella can be taken as a 
model. But how can we get anh apparatus 
by the means of which the parachute is 
carried into the air and opened. | 

Let us proceed as follows: Supposing we 
have succeeded in making a paper parachute: 
we didn’t use whalebone or wire, but thin 
pieces of card extending a good bit over the 
edge of the parachute and fastened with 
their ends to a smooth wooden ring: this 
wooden ring is pulled oyer the stick of the 
parachute and moves smoothly up and down. 
A bone button with a groove for a broad 
rubber band is fastened to the end of the 
parachute stick. 

We get a paper mailing tube open at both 
ends and just wide enough to allow the 
parachute to slip in when folded together.

General Harris, when 
he built his residence on Jackson boulevard, 
luckily took into consideration his penchant 
for finding out things for himself and then 
conveying the knowledge to others, so on 
the third floor he planned a large hall with 
a seating capacity of over 100. From this 
hall he had steps constructed leading up to 
the roof, and this arrangement solved the 
question of locating the telescope.

a convenient observatory. In this turret-like 
structure the telescope was installed, and 
there it has remained ever since. From his 
elevated position General Harris commands 
an unobstructed view of the heavens, and 
there he goes, as he expresses it, “‘ to learn 
something of what the Almighty has cre- 
ated."’ The observatory complete cost some- 
thing like $2,000. Almost nightly he gathers 
his own children and those of the neighbor- 
hood about him and gives them a brief les- 
son in practical astronomy. Frequently he 
secures lecturers, who talk in his own pri- 
vate hall, and altogether he conducts an ex- 
eeedingly popular educational scheme dis- 
tinctly his own. 

“Yes, I'm a crank,”’ says General Harris 
in .explaining his fad. “I’m a crank on 
astronomy, and I don’t believe a man ever 
amounts to much until he becomes a crank 
I object seriously to being 
called an astronomer. In fact, I don’t know 
exactly what class I really do belong in.

scores of young students to follow him in 
his observations. His observatory: ig fre- 
quently used by the astronomy ss of the 
West Division High school, and scores of 
others, and in this General Harris finds 
fully as much pleasure as im studying the 
heavens himself. His object is, In a sense, 
philanthropic, for his cherished theory is 
that the young should be intocnnie ‘at all 
times. 

“T believe when the churcheh and tem- 
perance societies wake up to the importance 
of caring for the young, sociéty. will be 
better off and there will be fewer prisons 
and a less number of inmates,”’ hé says. 

The lectures delivered in his private hall 


are not all confined to the subject of astron- 
omy. He includes current topics and talks 
on historical events as well, and the lectures 
are usually attended by 100 or so of the 
young people residing in the neighborhood. 
“I am greatly intercsted in the young,” 
General Harris says. “I have in my home 
a picture lantern with slides. Many of them 
are photographs of the heavens, and I fre- 
quently throw them up for the young folks 
who come in to see us. I firmly believe that 
the future of the republic rests in the edu- 
cation of the young men and young women 
of today, and that is one of the reasons why

“LEADING LANDSCAPE ARTISTS 
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HERE are distinct and char- | 
acteristic types in the land- 
scapes of different countries, 
and no one will, for instance, 
mistake a typical Swiss fora 
Norwegian or Scottish, a typ- 
ical Breton for an Italian land- 
Scape, even if there is a cer- 
tain similarity in the general 

character of the different sceneries. Just as 

distinct and clearly defined are the types of 
landscape painting in the different countries 
as represented by the various schools, and 
no connoisseur will mistake a typical work 
of a French landscape painter for that of an 

English or German artist. Of course there 
are exceptions, but these only go to confirm 

the rule. 

Landscape painting, one would be incline 
to think, should be altogether cosmopolitan 
and free from the limitations of place or 
school; but that is not the case. On the con- 
trary, no branch of painting shows the infiu- 
ence of local surroundings and school meth- 
ods stronger than landscape painting. Im- 


' pressioniem, it is true, has to some extent 


obliterated the lines of demarkation which 
formerly existed between the various schools 
and has eliminated many of the distinguished 
featurés of the various schools, thus bringing 
them into closer relations, but there are stil! 
enough features left to enable the amateur

In painting, particularly in the painting 


of landscapes, France stands at the head of 
all civilized nations. It was not diways 
thus. Italy, Spain, the Netherlands, Hol- 
land, Germany, and England have alternate- 
ly been the leaders in landscape painting 
at different times; now it is France. Ger- 
many’s, England’s, or America’s turn may 
come next. 7 | 

It was in France where impressionism, 
that most important of all revolutionizing 
influences in modern art, was born. Like 
so many other new ideas, it was not at first 
understood. Imitators of Manet, Monet, 
Corot, and the other masters of impression~ 
ism sprang up everywhere and flooded the 
world with immature and ill-conceived 
paintings, ‘usually poor in drawing and even 
worse in color, Those pygmies fairly out- 
did the originators of impressionism in the 
most daring color schemes, and, lacking the 
genius of the pioneer masters, they substi- 
tuted mannerism for consciousness of pur- 
pose, eccentricity for originality. | 

Impressionism as a fad has died out in 
France long ago, but its effects are still 
visible in the work of the modern French 
school. Luminism, the painting of sunlight 
and atmosphere, has taken the place of im- 
pressionism, and it promises to stay. The 
French landscape painters are nearly all 
adherents of the new school. 
tin, Valenciennes, George Michel, Charles 
de la Berge, Cabat, and the other painters of 
the classical and the romantic schools have 
had their day and no longer rule supreme 
in the Salon. The French landscape paint.

ers of the present time believe in realism 
in the cholce of the subject, but not in the ex« 
ecution. Many of the younger painters of 
the French school+ have a strong leaning 
to the decorative style, and during the last 
five years some excellent works of that 
character have been placed on exhibition.

Landscape painting in Germany has been 
completely revolutioniged through the in- 
fluence of the French impressionistic school. 
The famous German schools of classicism 
and romanticism, of which Rottmann, Prel- 
ler, Lessing, Schirmer, and Blechen were 
the most noted representatives, had ruled 
supreme for several decades. It was due 
to the powerful influence of Morgenstern 
and Gurlitt that German art was led to 
realism. The new direction of which the 
two Achenbachs, Herzog, and Schleich were 
the first pioneers was still followed by a 
majority of the German landscape painters 
when impressionism was born in France. 
Soon the influence of the French school of 
luminists began to be felt in Germany, and, 
although the older and many of the conser- 
vative young artists refrained from emu- 
lating the example of their brother artists 
on the other side of the Rhine, some of the 
younger and more radical artists enthusias- 
tically embraced the new ideas. The seces- 
sionistic movement in Gérmany was the di- 
rect result of the impressionist movement in 
France.

Calame was a paitleder of mountain scenery, 
and, although his style was clear, his draw- 
ing perfect, and his coloring strong and full 
of powerfyi contrasts, his paintings were 
devoid of sentiment and did not appeal to 
the imagination.

great variety of odors sought after by those 
who think well of their “ scent bottles.” 

As a matter of fact, comparatively few 
odors possess the distinctive properties of 
any one individual flower. Most of the long 
list of scents known to the trade are pro- 
duced by combinations or what the manu- 
facturer calis bouquets. The reasons for 
this are from his point of view obvious. 
Years of experience and contact with the 
assembled tastes of fastidious people have 
shown him that odors are not satisfactory 
to the consumer if bottled up in their nat- 
ural state, as they are too volatile and 


Another reason for combining the scents 
of different flowers is to be found in the 
desire for odors that cannot be produced 
from the natural blossoms, such as crabap- 
ple, plum, heliotrope, and a great variety of 
others. In order to faithfully produce the 
odors of these flowers the manufacturer 
makes a careful analysis of each, finds out 
its component parts, and then sets about to 
reproduce the odor by combining different 
extracts. A good many perfumes bearing 
the name of one flower or another do not 
contain one drop of that flower’s fragrance. 
This is a little secret which perfumers do 
not care to discuss, for they have found that 
many persons lose their preference for an 
odor when once informed of the innocent 


Flowers Grown in Europe. 


Practically all of the flowers from which 


high grade perfume is extracted are grown 
in southern France, Bulgarta, and Italy... 


Experience has shown that the soil and 
climate of these countries produce a greater 
percentage of fragrance than can be secured 
elsewhere. The raising of flowers for per- 
fume manufacture has been attempted in 
the United States, but never has proven suc- 


cessful. 


Flowers which figure most conspicuously 


in the perfume industry are roses, jasmine, 
orange bidssoms, tube roses, violets, cassie 
blossoms, and the resadia. The cultivation 
of flewers fot scent-making constitutes one 
of the chief industries in localities where they 
thrive and floufish. The blossoms are 
gathered carefully by proféssional pickers, 
usually before sufrise while the dew is yet 
on them, because the density of their odor 
is) less after the sun becomes hot. 

Various méthods are resorted to in ex- 


tracting the o@ors. The affinity of fats for 
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the scent of flowers is the one method which 
makes it possible to carry dainty odors to 
this country in bulk im tin cans. After the 
flowers have been gathered they are thrown 
upon layers of this fatty substance. They 
are left there for twelve to forty-eight honrs, 
at the end of which time they are renewed. 
By repeating the operation many times the 
fat becomes strongly impregnated with the 


ecent of the flower and is ready to be placed 
dn tin cans and ‘sent out over the world. 
Bometimes liquid fats are used, the flowers 
being thrown upon melted beef or mutton
